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Fresh hopes from 
college leadership 


NEWMARKET College 
could be on its way out 
of special measures by 
the new year and be¬ 
come an academy on 
April 1, according to the 
new head. 

Interim head of school 
Nick Froy, the college’s 
former deputy princi¬ 
pal, has spoken out this 
week to reassure par¬ 
ents of the college’s up¬ 
ward trajectory follow¬ 
ing a period of upheaval 
which saw the departure 
of former principal Dr 
Bob Cadwalladr and 
three of the governors a 
fortnight ago. 

In an interview with 
the News, he said: “My 
goal is to make this 
school so good that we 
provide the education 
the young people of 
Newmarket deserve. 

“We are not focused 
on any one particular 
subject becase we want 
outstanding outcomes 
in all of them.” 

The college is hard 
at work on improving 
outcomes in partner- 
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ship with Howard Lay, of 
Samuel Ward Academy 
in Haverhill, who has 
taken the role of execu¬ 
tive principal. 

Mr Froy said the col¬ 
lege is set to become 
an academy on April 1 
2014, under the guid¬ 
ance of the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust. 

He said: “The proof 
of the pudding will be 
when the HMI inspector 
comes in and the exam 
results come out in 2014. 

“I am expecting the in¬ 
spector Mr Middleton to 
come before Christmas.” 

Mr Froy added: “I 
am not going to make 
promises I can’t deliver, I 
want the results to speak 
for themselves.” 

Prospective and cur¬ 
rent parents are in¬ 
vited to a meeting with 
Mr Froy at the college 
on Thursday night at 
7.30pm.

Empty houses 
are a ‘disgrace’ 


EMPTY houses left to fester 
for nearly two years have 
been branded “a disgrace” by 
a parish council. 

Moulton Parish Council 
called a public meeting on 
Monday to discuss the prob¬ 
lem with three properties, 
which are owned by housing 
association Flagship Hous¬ 
ing, in Church Road and The 
Street. 

Chairman Bill Rampling 
said: “We have houses which 
have sat empty for nearly two 
years which is a bit of a dis¬ 
grace with the current hous¬ 
ing shortage we have got.” 

The council said it was 
frustrated one of the houses 
has been allowed to go into 
such a state of disrepair that 
Flagship decided to sell it off 
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rather than renovate it for so¬ 
cial housing tenants. 

David Wood, Flagship’s In¬ 
terim Director of Asset Man¬ 
agement, said: “It was only 
at the point of the tenancies 
terminating, that we were 
able to ascertain the condi¬ 
tion of each property and the 
extent of the works needed to 
bring them back into use. 

“Discussions were held 
with Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) to look at 
the options available to us, 
with the outcome being that 
two of the properties would 
be refurbished and the re¬ 
maining property sold.” 

Flagship hopes to bring 


contractors to the site by 
Christmas and work could 
take three to four months. 

Mr Wood said exact tim¬ 
ings could not be specified 
until the preparatory work 
has been done but he prom¬ 
ised to keep in regular com¬ 
munications with the parish 
and district councils. 

He added: “On completion 
of the refurbishment works, 
these homes are to be placed 
back into our housing stock 
for letting to people in hous¬ 
ing need.”

After Dr Bob Cadwalladr's 
shock departure from the 
college, Lizzy Buchan met 
new head Nick Froy to 
talk about the future 


What is your background? 

I worked in the city for sev¬ 
eral years as a stock broker. I 
quit in 1992 to work in Bot¬ 
swana as a teaching assis¬ 
tant. I suppose I had never 
been quite happy with the 
city. I did two different jobs 
but in the end I realised it 
was never really going to hit 
the spot. 

An opportunity came up 
to work in Botswana and 
I just loved working in the 
classroom. I went out there 
again after I did my PGCE 
and worked in a little school. 

I came back here in 1994 
and worked at Newmarket 
College as an NQT for three 
years, then I went off to work 
in various places like North¬ 
ampton, Thurston and Ip¬ 
swich before I came back to 
Newmarket College as assis¬ 
tant principal seven or eight 
years ago. I became deputy 
principal in the lead up to 
the Schools Organisation 
Review (SOR) in 2012. 

Do you have a family? 

I have four children - Mar¬ 
tha, 17, Tom, 15, Charlie, 12 
and Rufus, 7. I have lived 
in Swaffham Bulbeck for 


15 years. My wife Elizabeth 
works for a charity called 
Red2Green, which provides 
support for people on the 
margins of society. 

What are your short term 
goals for the college? 

The short term is clearly 
angled towards hopeful 
academisation in April 2014 
and really the exam results 
of2014. 

The way I see the future 
is a focus on three key pri¬ 
orities - raising attainment, 
outstanding learning and ef¬ 
fective leadership. 

Improving outcomes for 
the children is key. We were 
pleased by 45 per cent (in 
the GCSEs) this year but we 
need another 15 per cent. It 
wasn’t good enough. 

Outstanding learning is 
also key. We want every sin¬ 
gle lesson to be good or out¬ 
standing. We also want to 
make our leadership work 
more effectively. 

How are you putting this 
in place? 

I have appointed two 
members of staff to work on 
these priorities. One will be 
looking at learning and the

other at achievement. They 
will give up some of their day 
job to make sure the college 
is on track to reach these 
goals. I will be looking at im¬ 
proving effective leadership. 

What kind of a change 
will parents see at the col¬ 
lege? 

It will be under the surface 
at this point. The proof of the 
pudding will be when the 
HMI inspector comes in and 
the exam results come out in 
2014.1 am not going to make 
promises I can’t deliver, I 
want the results to speak for 
themselves. 

What are your long term 
goals for the college? 

My goal is to make this 
school so good that we pro¬ 
vide the education the young 
people of Newmarket de¬ 
serve. We are not focused on 
any one particular subject 
becase we want outstanding 
outcomes in all of them. 

How is the partnership 
with Samuel Ward Academy 
going to work? 


My role is the day-to-day 
workings of the school. If 
parents want to talk about 
something to do with the 
school then they can come 
to me. Mr Lay’s role is to 
support and advise on the 
blueprint of the college’s 
future. Samuel Ward are ob¬ 
viously doing it right. They 
have been getting great suc¬ 
cesses and it is worth build¬ 
ing on their ideas. 

When will the college be¬ 
come an academy and what 
will this mean for students? 

Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust is going through a pro¬ 
cess where it is examining 
Newmarket College, almost 
like an audit. This process 
is ongoing but when it is 
closed we will move to the 
next stage of the trans¬ 
formation. Parents 
will be consulted 
and there is a clear 
plan to make the 
transformation 
which will be in 
place by April 1, 

2014. Officially the 
school will close 
on March 31 and 
reopen at midnight 
on April 1 as Newmar¬ 
ket College Academy. 

It is great we are working 



with Samuel Ward already 
because it means we already 
have the advice and guid¬ 
ance for how to handle the 
change so come April, we 
will be ready. 

Three governors resigned 
last week, including the 
chairman and vice chair¬ 
man. What is being done to 
replace them? 

We have a new chair of 
governors called Paul Reed. 
We are working with gov¬ 
ernor services at the local 
authority. It is not really my 
responsibility but what I can 
say is our governors have al¬ 
ways been very committed 
and worked extremely hard 
for the college. 

What would you say to 
current or prospective 
parents who are nervous 
about the recent up¬ 
heaval? 

We are having a 
meeting on Thurs¬ 
day at 7.30pm at 
Newmarket College 
in the main hall. It’s 
a chance for par¬ 
ents to meet me and 
ask about the direc¬ 
tion of travel of the col¬ 
lege and for me to answer 
any questions.

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POTHOLES in the street have been 
branded “disgusting” by residents. 

Jack Clark, 64, has hit out at the coun¬ 
cil over the upkeep of Rowley Drive, 
where he said potholes are causing a 
menace to drivers. 

Mr Clark, of Rowley Drive, said: “From 
Valley Way up to Hamilton Road they 
have done nothing and it’s been like 
that for years. 

“There is a pothole just outside my 
house. I see people weaving onto the 
outside of the road to get round it.” 

Mr Clark said a large pothole outside 
his house measures 29in across and 
is about 5in deep, which would clas¬ 
sify it as a priority under Suffolk County 
Council’s guidelines. 

He said: “I am concerned someone 
might come along and clip the side and 
go into my car. 

“I pay my council tax and I think it is 
disgusting that they haven’t done some¬ 
thing about that part of the road.” 

He added: “I am really angry about 
the whole thing.” 

Residents are concerned there may 
be an accident due to the bad road sur¬ 
face, according to Mr Clark and he said 
he would like to see the road properly 
resurfaced to avoid potential accidents. 

Mr Clark said: “I am worried this will 
get worse because of the bad weather. I 
just want something done. 

“It would be nice to see the whole 
street looking better. 

“An accident will happen if nothing is 
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done.” 

The county council is responsible 
for potholes and other defects on pub¬ 
lic roads apart from trunk roads going 
through the county such as the A14, 
which is looked after by the Highways 
Agency. 

Private roads are the responsibility of 
their residents. 

In its guidance on roads, the county 
council said potholes will be treated as 
emergencies on A class and busy main 
roads if the hole exceeds 300 x 300 x 
50mm deep - which is about the size of 
a dinner plate. 

On other roads a pothole would be 
deemed a priority if the hole exceeds 
600 x 600 x 100mm deep - which is 
roughly the size of a dustbin lid. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk County 
Council advised residents to report 
problem potholes on their website. 

“We come out and inspect potholes 
and if they are dangerous we will come 
and fill them in as a matter of emergen¬ 
cy,” she said. 

She said the county council is com¬ 
mitted to dealing with potholes but it 
would prioritise the most dangerous 
ones.

Save our 
pubs, say 
council 

A CAMPAIGN to safeguard 
the future of local pubs has 
been backed by a council.

Roberts on Thursday in sup¬ 
port of the Campaign for 
Real Ale’s (CAMRA) view the 
current planning system 
fails to give sufficient protec¬ 
tion to community pubs. 

Cllr Palmer, council lead¬ 
er, said: “The loss of pubs 
throughout the country 
has been a detriment to the 
lifeblood of many places, 
leaving no where for com¬ 
munities to come together.

It will also remind par¬ 
ish and town councils they 
can protect pubs under the 
‘Community Right to Bid for 
Assets of Community Value’. 
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Streetlights to go 
energy efficient 


A VILLAGE has 
vowed to start 
upgrading its 
"obsolete" street 
lights. 

The lighting stock 
in Moulton, which is 
owned by the parish 
council, is more than 
30 years old and 
will need replacing 
to fit in with EU 
regulations. 

Chairman Bill 
Rampling told a 
public meeting 
on Monday: "We 
know we have a 
problem and we 


know at some stage 
we have to sort it 
out. We are faced 
with street lights 
which have generally 
deteriorated." 

Residents voted 
to replace the lamps 
with energy efficient 
LED lights, which 
would cost £18,000 
for 16 out of the 56. 

The parish council 
has set aside 
£10,000 to pay for 
street lighting and 
the rest will come 
from the parish 
share.

A number of dog walkers 
said it would be helpful to 
have bins on the Newmar¬ 
ket College Playing fields, 
as there are only two on the 
streets outside the fields. 

Newmarket resident Ei¬ 
leen Foxton, 64, walks her 
dog every day on the fields. 

She said: “It’s disgusting. 
People are bringing their 
dogs here and not cleaning 
up after them. My friend and 
I said we would go over and 
give people a bag if we saw 
them not picking up their 
mess but it is difficult. 

“There is a bin on the road 
which isn’t very convenient. 
We don’t want the field to 
be closed to us because of 
this. There aren’t many other

places I can go without hav¬ 
ing to cross busy roads.” 

A dog walker from Cheve- 
ley, who did not want to be 
named, said the situation 
wasn’t particularly bad on 
the George Lambton Playing 
Fields. 

She said: “People pick up 
where the football pitches 
are and where children play. 

“There may be some on 
the edges of the field but 
to be fair dogs often run off 
into those. It’s bad when it is 
dark and it is hard to see so 
people don’t realise. 

“But I have been walking 
dogs for many years and it’s 
rare that I step in any dog 
mess.” 

A spokeswoman from For¬ 


est Heath District Council 
said dog fouling was dealt 
with by the waste manage¬ 
ment team. 

“We are very happy to work 
with the college to improve 
the situation. As landowner, 
the college takes responsi¬ 
bility for installing litter or 
dog bins, and although they 
do not have any at present 
on the field itself, there are 
four dog bins and five litter 
bins (which can also be used 
to dispose of dog waste) po¬ 
sitioned around the outside 
which are maintained by 
FHDC. 

“They are among the 200 
litter and dog bins we main¬ 
tain throughout Newmar¬ 
ket. We urge all residents to 
be vigilant especially if dog 
fouling is a problem where 
you live. 

“FHDC will investigate all 
complaints, (which can be 
dealt with anonymously), 
and will take action against 
offenders where appropri¬ 
ate.”

PARISH COUNCIL 

Residents are no doubt aware 
that the pavilion at the recreation 
ground requires updating. 

The building has fallen into a cy¬ 
cle of disrepair and under-use. 

An audit performed in 2011 
confirmed that without improve¬ 
ments the facility, including the 
external toilets, would need to be 
closed permanently. 

The council has been active 
over the past two years in promot¬ 
ing the use of the pavilion and has 
used part of its limited budget to 
keep this facility viable. 

East Cambs District Council 
conducted a Community Facili¬ 
ties Audit in 2013 and looked at 
all current facilities in Cheveley 
that had the potential to provide 
a community hub (village hall). 
From this independent Author¬ 
ity and its assessment the pavil¬ 
ion, even in its current state, was 
found to be the preferred site for 
community funding. 

Funds are therefore available, 
but in order for our application 
to be successful there needs to 
be clear and tangible evidence of 
need and a positive community 
benefit, and also future financial 
sustainability. It would not be 
possible to achieve this with the 
pavilion as it currently stands. 

The Parish Council was there¬ 


fore asked by the coordinator of 
these funds to consider making a 
small investment in the pavilion, 
which will open up the facility 
and allow residents a larger space 
to meet and use. This work is be¬ 
ing undertaken now. 

Once this space is available the 
Parish Council can monitor the 
response from the community. If 
there is an increase in use this may 
secure larger funding streams for 
more ambitious projects. If the 
response is poor then the Parish 
Council will know that there is no 
requirement from the community 
for a village hall, and the pavilion 
can be used as it stands without 
major internal refurbishment or 
the necessity for a new building.

Cambridgeshire 
County Council has 
submitted a ‘screening 
opinion’ on the scheme 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC). 
A screening opinion is 
submitted before a for¬ 
mal planning applica-

tion to decide whether a 
development should be 
subject to an Environ¬ 
mental Impact Assess¬ 
ment. 

lohn Macmillan, ru¬ 
ral estate manager for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council Farms, said: 
“We have not applied for 
planning permission yet 
but subject to what the 
planners say, and if the 
project is financially via¬ 
ble, we would anticipate 
doing this later in the 
year or early next year. 

“At the moment we 
have only applied for a 
screening opinion from 


the planners. This means 
that they will say what 
supporting evidence 
they want when a plan¬ 
ning application goes in, 
such as environmental/ 
archaeological surveys 
or the extent of local 
consultation required. 

“The exact location 
of the solar farm might 
move as a result of the 
opinion so it is still early 
days. 

“We had been talking 
about roughly 50 acres 
which would produce 
10 megawatts of clean 
energy for about 3,000

homes and save about 
4,000 tonnes of carbon 
dioxide. 10 megawatts 
is the equivalent to five 
full-size wind turbines. 
UK Power Networks, 
who we have applied to 
for a grid connection, 
have said that because of 
work they are doing on 
the network next year, 
the earliest date for con¬ 
necting the solar panels 
would be some time in 
2015 at the earliest.” 

ECDC planners will 
respond to the screen¬ 
ing opinion. The county 
council must support 
the scheme before a for¬ 
mal planning applica¬ 
tion is submitted.

Praise for 
police over 
crime drop 
in county 

OFFICERS in Suffolk have 
been congratulated for “ex¬ 
cellent policing” as crime 
in the county has fallen by 
11 per cent. 

Quarterly crime fig¬ 
ures released by the Office 
of National Statistics on 
Thursday show the drop 
in crime in the year ending 
lune 30 2013. 

Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble Tim Newcomb said: 
“The figures show we con¬ 
tinue to make inroads in 
reducing crime and reflect 
not only some of the excel¬ 
lent policing work which is 
taking place in the county 
but also that local people 
are taking measures to en¬ 
sure they do not become 
victims of crime. 

“More recent good news 
is that domestic burglary 
offences are also showing a 
declining trend since lune 
this year. 

“The rise in drug offences 
is a reflection of the pro-ac¬ 
tive work being done by our 
officers and the operations 
being run throughout the 
county to target those who 
cause the most harm in the 
drug supply chain.” 

Robberies have also fall¬ 
en by 28 per cent, public 
order offences decreased 
by 21 per cent and violence 
against a person fell by 11 
per cent. 

Despite the drop in over¬ 
all burglary the county did 
see a rise of 2 per cent in 
domestic burglary and an 
increase of 18 per cent in 
drug offences. Senior offic¬ 
ers say the rise in the drug 
category is due to increased 
police enforcement activ¬ 
ity.

AHT launch 
study into 
horse disease 

RESEARCH into a degenerative 
equine disease is being under¬ 
taken by an animal research trust. 

Horse owners are invited to join 
a study into the impact of lamini- 
tis, which is being undertaken by 
the Animal Health Trust (AHT), 
based in Kentford, and the Royal 
Veterinary College. 

Dee Pollard, based at the AHT, 
said: “This will be a very exciting 
opportunity for owners to be at 
the frontline of equine health re¬ 
search and contribute to a study 
which aims to provide evidence- 
based preventative strategies to 
combat laminitis.” 

The four-year study, which is 
being funded by World Horse 
Welfare, will take a closer look at 
management factors which may 
contribute to laminitis, a disease 
which can lead to lameness in 
horses and cattle. 

The AHT and RVC aim to create 
a website where owners from all 
over the country can register their 
horses and assist in the regular 
gathering of information related 
to potential risk factors for lami¬ 
nitis, over a period of two years. 

This will help establish a time¬ 
line of events and get a better un¬ 
derstanding of the factors leading 
to laminitic episodes.

A FOOTBALL hooligan and Cam¬ 
bridge United fan has been hand¬ 
ed a four-year football banning 
order and is barred from pubs on 
match days. 

Shane Rouse, 40, of Rogers 
Road, Swaffham Prior, was given 
the order at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Thursday after 
being convicted of a public order 
offence and obstructing a police 
constable. 

Those charges related to his be¬ 
haviour at the Cambridge United 
match against Nuneaton Town on 
September 24. 

Rouse initially failed to ap¬ 
pear at court but was arrested on 
Thursday and put before magis¬ 
trates on the same day to face the 
charges. 

The order means he is banned 
from attending any football 
ground in England and Wales and 
may be ordered to surrender his 
passport when there are interna¬ 
tional fixtures. 


Cambridgeshire police have is¬ 
sued a warning to would-be foot¬ 
ball hooligans. 

PC Debbie Pearl said: “We will 
not tolerate any type of anti-social 
behaviour and will take robust ac¬ 
tion against anyone involved in 
disorder at matches. 

“Rouse is now banned from at¬ 
tending football matches for the 
next four years and faces tough 
restrictions such as surrendering 


his passport and being banned 
from certain pubs on match 
days.” 

And PC Pearl added: “This 
should be a warning to anyone 
who wants to get involved in dis¬ 
order at matches, no matter small 
it may seem. 

“If you are a true supporter and 
lover of football, think how such 
restrictions would affect your 
life.”

“The aim behind Commu¬ 
nity Speed Watch is to raise 
awareness of road safety 
concerns and the impor¬ 
tance of driving within local 
limits. 

“Speeding not only kills

and causes serious injury, 
but is also a cause of anti¬ 
social behaviour and this is 
where our volunteers 
come in to play help¬ 
ing make our roads 
safer for everyone.”

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Woman caught in 
police drugs trap

A WOMAN who sold drugs to an 
undercover police officer has been 
jailed. 

Kay Fowler, of George Lambton 
Avenue, Newmarket, was caught 
during a major anti-drugs initiative 
codenamed Operation Forbes when 
she tried to sell heroin to an under¬ 
cover officer twice. 

Fowler, 29, was sentenced to a to¬ 
tal of 25 months imprisonment on 
Tuesday at Ipswich Crown Court. 

Fowler had pleaded guilty to two 
offences of supplying a class A drug 
and admitted being in breach of a 
suspended sentence which was im¬ 
posed just weeks earlier. 

Prosecuting, Richard Potts said 
Fowler had sold two wraps of heroin 
for £20 to an undercover police of¬ 
ficer identified only as “Danny” as he 
sat in a parked car in Newmarket on 
July 11. 

The following day, after asking for 
more of the drug, Fowler had led 
the same officer to a flat in the town 
where she handed over £60 worth of 
heroin, which was the equivalent of 
nine wraps. 

Mr Potts said while at the flat,

the officer could see a quantity of 
a brown powder on a plastic sheet 
in the kitchen together with plastic 
bags and a set of electronic scales. 

Shortly afterwards Fowler was ar¬ 
rested and she admitted in a police 
interview she had been involved in 
supplying heroin. 

The court heard she herself was 


using drugs at the time. 

The offences were in breach of 
an eight week prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, which had 
been imposed in May by West Suf¬ 
folk Magistrates court for an offence 
of possession of criminal property. 

Declan Gallagher, mitigating, said 
despite having previous criminal 
convictions, these were Fowler’s first 
for the supply of drugs. 

Since being held on remand in 
prison, Fowler had managed to get 
herself off drugs. 

Sentencing her, Judge Rupert 
Overbury said: “You well know that 
street dealing has an appalling ef¬ 
fect, not only directly on society by 
virtue of dealing to drug addicts... 
but also to the wider community, as 
those people who have drug addic¬ 
tions need to feed that addiction and 
resort to acquisitive crime like shop¬ 
lifting. 

“That is why it affects local busi¬ 
nesses and traders. It can lead to lo¬ 
cal businesses closing down.” 

Judge Overbury ordered Fowler to 
pay a £100 victim surcharge and or¬ 
dered the destruction of the drugs 
and associated items seized by po¬ 
lice.

S ITTING in the doctor’s office, listening 
to him talk about tests and treatments 
and surgery, Cathie Sales felt dizzy with 
shock. She was 29. She had a two-month- 
old baby. And she’d just been diagnosed 
with a rare - and vicious - form of breast 
cancer. 

“It was awful,” says Cathie. “You 
immediately think ‘I’m going to die, and I’m 
going to die soon’. I thought I wasn’t going 
to see my baby grow up; that he would grow 
up without a mother; that he wouldn’t even 
remember me. 

“All these things race through your 
head. I’m a glass-half-full kind of person - 
that’s my natural approach to life. But the 
biggest battle I had to fight throughout my 
treatment was with fear: it was a constant 
battle to stop my mind running wild... 

“But you have to keep going, a day at a 
time. Because you can get through it and 
life can be good - life is good.” 

To see Cathie today, tending to a poorly 
fonty (now 19 months, her son’s got a cold 
and is feeling a little sorry for himself), it’s 
hard to believe she finished treatment only 
four short months ago. Upbeat and out¬ 
going, she’s also radiant: her skin glows and 
her hair, a curly crop, shines. 

“It’s been a journey, but I do feel like 
myself again now,” says Cathie. “I used to 
have really long straight hair, and it’s come 
back curly - but, to be honest, I’m just glad 
to have hair. 

“As soon as it started to fall out, I shaved 
my head, fonty was reaching out and 
grabbing my hair, the way babies do, and it 
was just coming out in his hand, which was 
pretty horrible. 

“It sounds like a little thing, but one of 
the things I found hardest was losing my 
eyelashes: I’ve worn mascara every day of 
my life and felt naked without it! Being able 
to wear mascara again is great. 

“You do find yourself feeling immensely 
grateful for all the normal things. I have to 
admit I’m still not that grateful for nappies, 
though...” 

Cathie, who lives in Comberton, is 
sharing her story to raise awareness of 
breast cancer - with one person diagnosed 
every 10 minutes, it’s the most common 
cancer in women in the UK - and also to fly 
the flag for Cambridge’s Pink Rose Appeal. 

Organised by Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust (ACT), Pink Rose sees people across 
the area hold themed fundraising parties 
every autumn; since it began, in 2004, the 
appeal has raised an incredible £450,000 for 
breast cancer treatment, care and research. 

“It’s such a good cause,” explains Cathie. 
“From a patient’s perspective, the Pink Rose 
has funded so many little extras, like a quiet 
room in the hospital, which provide comfort 
when you really need it.” 

Cathie, who hails from South Africa, met 
and married her British husband, Joel, 
while he was working in Cape Town. Having 
moved to the UK in 2008, the couple came 
to Cambridge two years ago after Joel got 
a place at theological college Ridley Hall, 
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where he’s training to become a vicar. 

“I was about five months pregnant when 
we came here,” recounts Cathie. “And I was 
around seven months when I noticed a 
change in one breast: it was all swollen, and 
hard, and it had these purplish marks on it - 
like bruises.” 

Referred to the GP by her midwife, Cathie 
says her symptoms were first thought to be 
the result of severe mastitis, then a possible 
abscess. 

Within a few weeks Jonty had arrived, 
happy and healthy, “but I had real problems 
breast-feeding,” says Cathie. “He started to 
lose a lot of weight, so I had to introduce a 
bottle within the first couple of weeks.” 

With Cathie’s breast still swollen and 
discoloured, the doctor prescribed 
antibiotics and planned to run tests - but 
the new mum was on the point of flying 
back to South Africa, to celebrate her sister’s 
wedding. 

Knowing what a struggle his daughter was 
having, Cathie’s GP father went ahead and 
booked appointments with both a specialist 
lactation physio and a breast surgeon back 
in Cape Town. “The physio looked at my 
breast and said ‘Whatever’s going on 
here, it’s really bad’... Within days I’d 
had a mammogram, ultrasound, 
biopsies. 

“By that stage, there were A 
visible lumps under my arm ™ 
and they were very painful. I 
know now that inflammatory 
breast cancer - which I had: it 
accounts for about three per I 
cent of breast cancers - moves 
very quickly; it can appear 
almost overnight.” 

The diagnosis was, admits 
Cathie, a sickening blow. “We 
were told, because of the under- 
arm lumps, that there was a 50/50 
chance it had spread. The consultant said if 
it had spread beyond the arm, there was no 
cure; if it hadn’t, we could talk about a cure. 

“Two days later, after all the scans, we 
were told it hadn’t spread and we were so 
happy we actually went out for dinner to 
celebrate. It’s crazy: two days earlier, we were 
devastated that it was breast cancer - and 
now we were delighted it was breast cancer, 
and nothing else.” 

Cathie had her first round of chemo before 
even leaving South Africa; back in the UK, 
her treatment continued at Addenbrooke’s. 
She had six sessions of chemotherapy 


and regular infusions of anti-cancer drug 
Herceptin, before radiotherapy and surgery. 

“The chemo was the most physically 
demanding part, definitely,” says Cathie. 
“There were times, when I was still feeling 
really sick five or six days after a treatment, 
when I thought ‘I want this ride to stop, I 
want to get off’. 

“I felt robbed: I couldn’t be the mum and 
wife I wanted to be. It was like my life had 
been derailed by this horrible thing, like my 
own body was trying to kill me... 

“But I’ve got a very, very good husband. He 
is such a positive person and he was always 
trying to cheer me up and make me laugh. 

“And we had such great support: my mum 
came over for seven weeks, my mother-in- 
law came up every weekend, friends from 
Joel’s college delivered dinner for a week 
right after each chemo, other friends looked 
after Jonty. 

“I wanted to look after Jonty myself so 
badly, so that was emotional. But I had no 
energy at all." 

Discovering she had to take oestrogen- 
suppressant Tamoxifen was, admits Cathie, 
another blow: “We want to have another 

baby, which you can’t do while you’re on 
Tamoxifen. But they’ve said I can take 
a break after three years, so fingers 
crossed...” 

k By the time Cathie had her 
I surgery, to perform a single 
mastectomy and remove 22 
lymph nodes, the cancer had 
all but vanished: tests showed 
cancerous cells in only one of 
. the nodes. 

j “Nobody’s actually said it’s all 
gone, that I’ve got the all-clear. 
But first I was on eight-week 
checks, then four-monthly. And 
then September they said ‘See you 
next year’...” 

“I’m feeling good and I’m enjoying life,” 
says Cathie. 

“Jonty is just amazing: even when I was 
feeling really down, he could bring a smile to 
my face. Watching him grow is wonderful; it’s 
a privilege to be his mum.” 

“When I was first diagnosed, I went on the 
internet hoping to find some hopeful and 
uplifting stories,” Cathie adds. “I don’t know 
if I was just looking in the wrong places, but 
all I could find were sad stories. 

“I wanted to share my story to encourage 
other people - to tell them that things can 
get better, and that you can recover.”

Havana good time? 



HAILING from stick-of-rock central 
Hunstanton, Norfolk, Deaf Havana are 
an alt-rock six-piece often put in the 
same bracket as We Are The Ocean, The 
Blackout and Young Guns, writes Ella 
Walker. 

Currently made up of James Veck- 
Gilodi on vocals, Chris Pennells on lead 
guitar, Lee Wilson on bass, Tom Ogden 
on drums, Matthew Veck-Gilodi on 
rhythm guitar and Max Britton on keys 
with Grace Barrett on backing vocals, 
there's basically a lot of them. 

Since starting out in 2006, there 
have been several line-up changes, a 
quite successful debut album (Meet 
Me Halfway, At Least), followed by a 
slightly more successful second album 
(Fools and Worthless Liars), and now, 
new album Old Souls, which is quite 
different to their previous stuff. 

They're playing the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on their autumn tour (with 
support from Charlie Simpson and Big 
Sixes) and we nabbed a brief chat with 
lead singer James. 

So, you must be the most successful 
band to come out of Sunny Hunny? 

I think we're the only band to come 
out of Hunstanton aren't we? So we 
sort of win by default. 

It’s been a busy year what with Zane 
Lowe backing you (he made single 
Mildred his Hottest Record), an acoustic 
tour in the spring and a whole load 
of summer festivals (they headlined 


Lodestar). What’s been the highlight? 

I think the highlight has been 
Reading. Reading Festival this year 
was just phenomenal, that'd be my 
highlight because I didn't expect it to 
be as good as it was. The tent was 
completely full and it was so much 
better than the festival was last year, 
even though we played the main stage 
last year (this year they made the BBC 


Introducing stage). 

But didn’t you also support Bruce 
Springsteen at Hard Rock Calling in 
June? How was that? 

It was pretty weird, but amazing at 
the same time. We're still pretty new 
to massive crowds so it's a bit daunting 
but the best thing about it was the 
fact that the people there weren't 
necessarily like fans of the band so we 


had to win 'em over. I quite enjoyed 
that because you can play loads of new 
songs. 

And what about supporting Muse on 
the German leg of their tour - did you 
get to hang out with them? 

Not really, we met the drummer 
(Dominic Howard), but that was 
about it, they keep themselves to 
themselves... 


Are there ever any moments when you 
consider giving it all up? 

There's loads of moments when you 
think about that because it's quite hard 
at times. It looks like it's a laugh and 
everything's easy but, especially when 
you're away from home for ages, you 
can get pretty down about stuff. I have 
thought about it, but to be honest, if 
I give it up there's not really anything 
else I can do, so I'm pretty much stuck 
with it. 

It’s been said that a lot of the tracks on 
the record are quite autobiographical 
and very personal to you. Would you 
say that’s accurate? 

Yeah, because when I started in 
music I never really thought I'd write 
lyrics. The only way I really know 
how to write them is pretty much 
autobiographical or stuff that's 
happened to me or I've been involved 
in, so I guess every single is [personal]. 
Would you consider yourselves “Old 
Souls”? 

Ha. Yeah, I think so. We feel a lot 
older than we actually are, but it 
was our producer, he described us as 
"young people with old souls" and 
when we heard him say it, we were 
like, that's a pretty good name for an 
album, probably nick that.

AT THIS time of year, just when plants are 
entering their dormant phase, I always look at the 
overcrowded clumps of perennials dying down and 
decide what I need to lift and divide next year. 

Dividing plants involves digging them up, 
splitting them into pieces with roots and growth 
shoots or buds, and then 
replanting them. The method 
stops many herbaceous plants 
becoming overcrowded, untidy 
and invasive. 

Many perennials, including 
delphiniums, heuchera, hostas, 
anemones, phlox and cranesbill 
geraniums, benefit from 
regular division to maintain 
their health and vigour, and 
require no special conditions 
when new, divided sections are 
replanted. Other plants benefit 
from division every three to 
four years although some, like asters, are best 
divided annually. A few, including red hot pokers 
and peonies, hate being moved so only lift and 
divide them if you want to propagate them. 

The best time to divide plants is autumn, when 
they are dormant, and spring, when they are just 
starting into growth. Grasses including bamboos 
should be divided in early spring, while perennials 


which flower in spring and early summer, such as 
lily-of-the-valley, epimediums and rhizomatous 
bearded irises, should be divided as soon as they 
have finished flowering. 

There are various ways to divide plants. Those 
with tough roots which are difficult to prise apart, 
such as hostas, are better off 
being dug up and then cut 
into thick slices with a knife 
like you'd a cake, making sure 
good roots are present in each 
slice. Other plants can be lifted 
carefully with a garden fork, 
working away from the crown 
centre to limit root damage, 
then split into two portions 
across, each with some roots, 
shoots or buds. Larger pieces 
Steohenson more roots are likely to 
flowers sooner than small 
ones, which may take a year to 
recover. If you are digging up a clump, remove the 
centre portion, retaining the younger outer parts 
for replanting. If any sections are short of roots, 
trim the leaves to reduce moisture loss. 

Evergreen and perennial ornamental grasses 
should be left until spring, when they've had a 
chance to recover from all the energy they've 
expended making their feathery plumes in

autumn. Young, newly planted grasses also hate 
sitting in the wet, heavy soil that so often prevails 
in winter, so don't divide them until spring. 

Cut down the foliage of evergreen grasses in 
spring and divide them, while bamboo stems can 
be cut down to 30cm (12in). Perennials such as 
daylilies (hemerocallis) have masses of fibrous 
roots and large crowns which are difficult to pull 
apart, so use two forks thrust back-to-back in the 
centre and work the handles outwards in opposite 
directions to loosen the clump. You may then 
have to use hand forks to divide it completely, or 
cut away sections with a sharp knife. 

Plants with fleshy roots, such as delphiniums 
should be cut with a spade or knife. Divided 
clumps should ideally contain around three to five 
shoots. 

Divide primulas into rosettes and asters into 


single rooted shoots. Clumps of epimediums 
should be teased apart into separate plants using 
your hands or a hand fork, replanting on mild 
autumn days, while crocosmia and crocus clumps 
can be dug up and the new corms which are 
resting on the original ones can be eased off and 
replanted up to 10cm deep. 

When replanting, add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the planting hole on a new site, or 
a balanced fertiliser if you are replanting the 
divisions into the same hole. They should be 
replanted at the same depth in flowering positions 
and watered in well. 

Alternatively, pot up divisions while you decide 
where you want your new plants to grow, 
overwintering them in a cold frame. 

Before long, you'll have an array of new plants - 
which won't have cost you a penny.

FARHH signed off his short but ultimately 
successful career by playing a starring role in 
a thrilling renewal of the QIPCO Champion 
Stakes at Ascot on Saturday. 

The son of Pivotal raced just twice in the first 
two years of his racing life, winning on each 
occasion, and few would have expected such 
a meteoric rise as he made his seasonal reap¬ 
pearance last year in the Thirsk Hunt Cup. 

After a demolition of his opponents, Farhh 
went on to be placed in the Prince of Wales’s 
Stakes and the Coral-Eclipse before finding 
only the brilliant Frankel too strong in the Sus¬ 
sex Stakes and the Juddmonte International. 

The five-year-old made a smart start to 2013 
in the Lockinge at Newbury, but was not seen 
again until his Champions Day appearance. 

Proving a superb advert for trainer Saeed 
bin Suroor’s considerable training talents, 
Farhh felled French star Cirrus Des Aigles and 
Derby hero Ruler Of The World in a pulsating 
climax to the 10-furlong Group One. 

He now heads off to stud having claimed 
six wins from 10 competitive starts, never fin¬ 
ishing out of the first three and connections 
are surely wondering what might have been 
this summer had he remained fully fit. 

Bin Suroor said: “He’s a great fighter - 
every year he has had problems. We’ve 
always had problems with him and he has to 
have a different programme of training to all 
the other horses in the stable. 

“He’ll be retired now and he’ll go to stud.” 

fames Fanshawe’s 16-1 shot Seal Of 
Approval ran away with the QIPCO British 
Champions Fillies & Mares Stakes. 

George Baker was replacing Hayley Turner 
in the saddle, with Turner’s season brought to 
a premature end when Seal Of Approval suf¬ 
fered a heavy fall at Doncaster last month. 

Fanshawe said: “I always felt she’d 
improve on this ground. 

“The only sad thing is that Hayley got in¬ 
jured at Doncaster and couldn’t ride her so I 
must thank Hayley for her help.” 

■ Kingston Hill has been supplemented for the 
Racing Post Trophy at Doncaster on Saturday. 

The Roger Varian-trained colt, owned by 
Paul Smith, has been added to the Group One 
feature over a mile after winning both his 


starts so far. Varian said: “He is in great form 
and hasn’t put a foot wrong since winning the 
Autumn Stakes (Group Three at Newmarket 
earlier this month). 

“He has shown on both his starts that he 
handles cut in the ground and we feel that 
there is more to come from him.
